The dam across 
the Merrimack, at the new town of Lawrence, says 
the Salem Gazette, is to be, when completed, 900 
feet in length, 36 wide at the botiem, 12 feet at the 
top, and varying in height from 25 to 40 feet, ac- 
cording to the bottem of the river.

sheep out of Spain ; then their exportation was 
prohibited under penalty of being seut to the

A Teacuers’ Convention! Why, sir, it seems 
to me that the name alone ought to be sufficient to 
induce every zealous, thorough-going teacher with-

present. “ Whatis the opsect of the Teachers’ 
Convention”? Progress! Progress! Progress ! 
“Onward and upward!” Progress in all the de- 
partinents of the teacler’s arduous, delightful and 
holy work. 

Sut let me be definite in my answer to the fore- 
going enquiry. 

1. Our object is a social interview. 
cultivate motual acquaintance and 
Teachers should constitute one great brotherhood. 
They should meet often for the purpose of learn- 
ing each other’s excellences. They should come 
together to cheer one another by words of sympa- 
thy—to enjoy “the feast of reason aud the flow of 
soul.” There is no calculating the amount of hap- 
piness which might be produced in this way. 
Smiles, sunny looks, the genial spirit, gentleness of 
demeanor—these are contagious things. If teach- 


ers would come together occasionaily and spend | 


two or three days in cultivating these enjoyments 
and graces, they would surely return to their school 
rooms, shedding a brighter and more extended ha- 
lo of happy influences for having met with their 
fellows. 

2. Our object is moral advancement. It may be 
that no formal lessons in morals will be read to us, 
—and yet who, that has ever attended a Teachers’ 
Convention or Institute, has not observed himself 
involuntarily forming the most sanguine resolutions 
to po Goon? All the exercises at sucli meetings 
tend to strengthen the moral sentiment within us; 
and we go home fitted to strengthen to an aston- 
ishing degree the moral sentiments of our scholars. 

3. Our object is to have the best methods of teach- 
ing as ertensively known as possible. How can this 
olyect be so well, so speedily accomplished, as by 
Teachers’ Convention? Iam asked, “* What may 
we EXPECT if we should atiend?” But I might 
very properly ask in reply, what may I expect if I 
should atiend 2? So might we all ask the same ques- 
tion ; and the best answer is—L£zpect to worK with 
all your might!) There is enough tor us all to do. 
Qur Convention is to be a Union, nota County, 
Convention. There is no limitto itsarea. “ Who- 
soever Will, may come.” And let us hope that all 
will come disposed to do what good they can. Write 
out your ideas on some point of school yovernment 
—or tell how you manage a particular study—or 
how you classify,—any thing which may be of the 
yreatest interest to yourself. If there is any por- 
tion of your employment which you regard as pe- 
culiarly dificult, this would be a good subject to 
present in writing. 

It seerms to me highly desirable that female teach- 
ETP Set CPR ATES tice OF one of our 
most esteemed fathers in teaching, that we should 
none of us come “ expecting to be entertained mere- 
ly—but to do something tor the entertainment of oth- 
ers.” Let the ladies remember this. They can 
write short essays of from five to ten minutes each, 
and read them,—an exercise, we should hope, not 
atall unpleasant, and surely not unbecoming. 
| Perhaps there would be no topic of more gener- 
al interest in school government. than a definite, 
circumstantial detail of some important misdemean- 
or in school,—its occurrence, its relation to other 
persons or things, and its final settlement. This 
would not be too difficult a task for any teacher, 
male or female. 
| Experienced teachers—those who are confident 
they are pursuing a right course in relation to any 
one point of government or teaching—should do 
more. They should labor to describe briefly but 
faithfully, so much of their measures as they be- 
lieve may be followed or imitated with advantage 
by others. Let us not be indolent—throwing the 
| Whole labor upon the shoulders of'a few. Let us 
not be diffident—fearful that every body knows all 
that we do, aud much more. Let us not be secre- 
live or parsimonious of the treasures of knowledge 
we may possess—as though the good we commu- 
nicate to others, were so much subtracted from 
For in this asin the more literal 
bestowments of charity, “ it is more blessed to give 
than to receive.” 

4. Our object is to receive words of encouragement 
and instruction from those Whose minds have been 
jlong imbued with the loftiest, richest, most enno- 
bling sentiments ; those who have labored hardest 
to elevate teaching to the rank and emolument of 
a learned profession. Some of these have been al- 
ready engnged to lecture at the convention, and 
will, we doubt not, furnish an iatellectual treat 
more than sufficient to repay any of us for the 
trouble of attending.

Massachusetts, assembled in Boston on the 
9th of January, 1788, and continued in session 
until the Zh of February. its officers were 
as follows :—President, John Hancock ; Vice 
President, William Cushing; Secretary, G. 
R. Minot. The question of ratification was 
taken by yeas and nays,and carried ; yeas, 
one hundred and eighty seven; nays, one hun- 
dred and sixty eight. A majority of but nine- 
teen in a body of three hundred and fifty five 
voters.

The stockholders of the Fall River Branch 
Railroad Company held their first meeting on 
the 22c of April, S44, and made the Grst an- 
nual report of thar ects and doings to the Le- 
gislature of Massechusetts, on the Ist of Janu- 
ary, 1S45. It their first meeting, 1844, the 
corporation was organized, the charter accepted, 
and the following persons chosen directors, vz: 
Andrew Robeson, William R. Rodman. Rich- 
ard Borden, Jefferson Borden, Nathan Durfee, 
Micah W. Ruggles, and Simeon Borden. The 


| directors subsequently entered into contracts 


for the construction of the road, and in March, 


| 1845, the grading was nearly finished, and the 


greater portion of the materials for the super- 
structure distributed upon the line of the road. 
On the firsuday of Janvary, of the same year, 
the stockholders had paid into the kands of the 


\treasurer of the company $83,590, and the 
| whole amount was, at that date. expended. By 


the second annual report for 1845, it appears 
that the whole amount of capital paid in, to 
August Sth, was $193,000; and the whole ex- 
penditures at that time amounted to $193,730. 
‘The rosd was so far completed as to be open 
for travel on the Qthof June, 1845. On the 
Sth of August. 1845, agreeably to a vote passed 
ata meeting of the corporation calied for that 
purpose, the rights, interests, and franchises of 
the Fall River Branch Railroad Company were 
transferred tothe “* United Corporation of the

River Branch Railroad Comp»ny, and the Ran- 


|dolph and Bridgewater Railroad Corporation.” 


The foliowing gentlemen are the directors of 
the company, viz: Peter H. Pierce, Nahum 
Stetson, Caleb S. Holbrook, Richard Borden, 
Nathan Durfee, Royal Turner, Anthony Robe- 
son, Jeflerson Borden, C. C. Gilbert, and David 
Aothony. From the first annual report of the 
united companies—now “ Fali River Railroad 
Company”—for the year ending December 31, 
1846, it appears that the total amount of capital 
paid in, was $596,870; and the floating debt 
amounted to $245,115. The cost of the road 


_and equipmetnts was at that time, $529,083 12. 


The road extends from Fali Rever to South 
Braintree, a distance of forty one miles, where 
it connects with the Old Colony Ranrlroad to 
Boston. The road is substantial, the weight 
of rail varying from fifty two to fifty six pounds 


peryard. ‘Whe total rise and fall in the main 


road is—rise, 482,708, and fall, 391,458 feet. 
Thirty of the forty one miles of the road are in 
a straight line. The total number of miles 
run by passenger, freight, and orber trains, dw 
riog the year 1846, amnunweite (Te cars ae 
mounted to 69.382, and the tons of merchan- 


dise to 5.257. The average rate of speed 
adopted for passenger trains (including stops) 
by the company, is twenty two miles per hour, 
and fifteen miles for freighttrains. As this 
road connects with the steamboat line from 
New York,a greater rate of speed has been 
adopted by the locomotives to and from the 
steamboats, and the passengers are generally 
taken over the road at the rate of twenty eight 
miles per hour. The nett earnings of the road, 
in the first year of its operation, deducting ail 
all expenses, amounted to $10,336. 

We bave been thus particularin giving the 
history and statistics of this road, as it forms a 
part of a new daily route between New York 
and Boston, and is destined, if it continues to 
be managed with the same care and liberality 
as at its opening, to secure a large share of 
constantly-increasing travel between the two 
cities. The present board of directors, embra- 
cing a number of intelligent and business men, 
with an efficient president and competent exec- 
uuve officers, are a guarantee that the safety 
and comfort of passengers will not be overlook 
ed. 

At this time we have no less than four direct 
steamboat and railroad routes connecting the 
cives of New York and Boston, three evening 
and one morning. as follows:—The day line 
leaves New York, per sieamboat, to New Hae 
ven, where passengers take the New Haven 
and Hartford Road to the latter place, then to 
Springfield, and the Western Road to Warces- 
ter and Boston. The distance by this route is 
23S miles. The distances by the night lines
